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Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group 2 in the reply filed on 30 October 2006 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 

§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 22 and 23 are withdrawn firom fiirther consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 30 October 2006. 

3. Upon further consideration of the restriction requirement mailed 28 September 2006, the 
search burden of examining the currently filed claims of Group 1, claims 1-13 does not 
reasonable preclude examination of Groups 1 and 2 together and Group 1 is rejoined and 
examined in this Office action. 

Specification 

4. This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions 
for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR §§ L821(a)(l) and (a)(2). 
However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR §§ 1.821-1.825 for 
the following reasons: 

Several nucleotide sequences appear in the specification figures 15 and 16 that are not 
properly identified. Nucleotide sequences must be identified by sequence identification number. 
Furthermore, if said sequences do not appear in the sequence listing, a new listing including said 
sequences must be supplied. It is often convenient to identify sequences in figures by amending 
the Brief Description of the Drawings section (see MPEP 2422.02). If said sequences consist of a 
portion of sequences ah-eady of record in the sequence listing, they may be identified in the 
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specification using the existing SEQ ID No. accompanied by the position of the sequence on the 
already Hsted sequence. 

Applicants are required to comply with all the requirements of 37 CFR §§ 1.821-1.825. 
Any response to this Office Action which fails to meet all of these requirements will be 
considered non-responsive. The nature of the sequences disclosed in the instant application has 
allowed an examination on the merits, the results of which are communicated.below. 

Claim RejecUons - 35 use § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

6. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1-21 are drawn to a process, an apparatus for executing the process, and a 
program for executing the process. A statutory process must include a step of a physical 
transformation, or produce a useful, concrete, and tangible result (State Street Bank & Trust Co. 
V. Signature Financial Group Inc. CAFC 47 USPQ2d 1596 (1998), AT&T Corp. v. Excel 
Communications Inc. (CAFC 50 USPQ2d 1447 (1999)). In the instant claims, there is no step of 
physical transformation, thus the Examiner must determine if the instant claims include a useful, 
concrete, and tangible result. 

As noted in State Street Bank & Trust Co. v. Signature Financial Group Inc. CAFC 47 
USPQ2d 1596 (1998) below, the statutory category of the claimed subject matter is not relevant 
to a determination of whether the claimed subject matter produces a useful, concrete, and 
tangible result: 
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The question of whether a claim encon^asses statutory subject matter should not focus on which of the 
four categories of subject matter a claim is directed to 9_- process, machine, manufacture, or con^osition of 
matter-but rather on the essential characteristics of the subject matter, in particular, its practical utility. Section 101 
specifies that statutory subject matter must also satisfy the other "conditions and requirements" of Title 35, 
including novelty, nonobviousness, and adequacy of disclosure and notice. See In re Warmerdam , 33 F.3d 
1354, 1359, 31 USPQ2d USA . \1S1'S% (Fed. Cir. 1994). For purpose of our analysis, as noted above, claim 1 is 
directed to a machine programmed with the Hub and Spoke software and admittedly produces a "useful, concrete, 
and tangible result." Alappat , 33 F.3d at 1544, 31 USP02d at 1557 . This renders it statutory subject matter, even 
if the useful result is expressed in numbers, such as price, profit, percentage, cost, or loss. 

In determining if the claimed subject matter produces a useful, concrete, and tangible 
result, the Examiner must determine each standard individually. For a claim to be "useful," the 
claim must produce a result that is specific, and substantial For a claim to be "concrete," the 
process must have a result that is reproducible. For a claim to be "tangible," the process must 
produce a real world result . Furthermore, the claim must be limited only to statutory 
embodiments. 

Claims 1-21 do not produce a tangible result. A tangible result requires that the claim 
must set forth a practical application to produce a real-world resuU. This rejection could be 
overcome by amendment of the claims to recite that a result of the method is outputted to a 
display or a memory or another computer on a network, or to a user, or by including a physical 
transformation. 

7. hi addition, claim 20 is drawn to a program per se, which is not statutory subject matter 
because it is not a process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter. 

8. , The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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9. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1-21 are indefinite for recitation of the phrases "formation step" and "formation 
means." It is unclear if the phrases refer to outputting of data, or a step of synthesizing a 
polynucleotide, or some other result. 

Claims 6, 7, 18, and 19 are indefinite for recitation of the term "searching" because it is 
not clear what data is searched nor is it clear what result is produced by the search. 

10. Claim 8 recites the limitation "the head position." There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim.
